The gas and oil lob b yists were all set to see 
the gas b ill slide throu gh Chairman Howard 
Smith's Ku les Committee like greased lightning 
w hen it ran fu ll force into the adam ant figu res of 
Congressmen Ray Madden of Gary, Indiana and 
Jim Delaney of Long Island City. N. Y. 


Chairman Smith started the Ru les Committee 
hearing* in a b ig hu rry. Smith is the Congress­ 
man who u sed to rep resent George Washington’s 
old home. Alexandria, ju st across the Potomac, 
b u t had to move to more ru ral Virginia when 
this area got Loo progressive. He is head of the 
Dixiecrat-Repu b lican Coalition which ju st killed 
the -ehool b ill and his Ru les Committee is the 
all powerfu l grou p which decides whether a b ill 
snail he sent to the fu ll Hou se of Rep resenta­ 
tives for a vote or not. 


Congressman Oren Harris of Arkansas, au thor 
ot the gas b ill and longtime friend of the pu b lic 
u tilities, app eared as a witness. He recently ac­ 
qu ired a 25 per cent interest in a TV station 
at HI Dorado.
